King has assumed a most alarming phase. 
During the night he had convulvsions and a 
high fever. He is extremely weak. The royal 
physicians have little ifany hope of his re- 
covery. At2o’clock this morning it seemed 
as though he was dead, but he subsequently 
rallied. Senor Sagasta, the Prime Minister, 
has beén summoned to the palace, where he 
is awaiting the end. 

THE KING’S CONDITION SERIOUS. 

The Official Gazette states that the King was 
quiet during the early part of the night, al- 
though he was feverish. The fever decreased 
later in the night, enabling his Majesty to se- 
cure some sleep, but at 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing he suffered a cardiacal collapse, which has 


not yet entirely passed over. 


STILL DANGEROUS. 
Evéning.—The King was able to take some 
broth this afternoon, but his condition is stil 
dangerous. 


Alfonso XIII. 


Alfonso XIII. of Spain was born May 17, 
1886, and so he is 3 years 7 munths and 23 days 
old to-day. He bécame King at his birth, dis- 
Placing his eldest sister Maria de lias 
Mercedes. His father,"Alphonso XII. ,died on 
Novem bér 25, 1895, nearly six months before 
the thirteenth Alfonso’s birth. Upon the death 
efthe King his eldest daughter, who was 
born September 11, 1880, and so was but a few

The Royalists 
were hoping for the birth of a male, and when 
it Was announced that a male bad been born, 
there was great rejoicing In that party. 

Queen Maria Christina, motherof the baby 
King, took the oath of — Regent during 
the minorty of er son, i. e., 
to his 16th birthday. Every effort 
was made to secure for the baby the best of 
care. Astrong peasant woman with a string 
of healthy, long-lived ancestors was secured 
as wet nurse. She became much attached to 
the infantand heto her. So fond did he be- 
come of her that when she was to be sent 
away, her service being ended, he 
cried 60 bitterly for her that she was 
brought back and attachel permanently to 
the royal household. All the establishment 
considered necessary to the state ofa king 
by his father was maintained for the baby. 
He-had all of the attehdants, working and 
honorary, a grown king would have, and had 
a baby guard of soldiers about his apart- 
ments. 

The cortes in 1886 gave him a civil list 
of 7,000,000 pusetas—about $1,400,000 per annum 
exclusive of allowances to members of the 
royalfamily. The Queen Regent has control 
ofthe King’s purse until he shall become of 
faze, She also hasa grant as mother of the 
King of 250,000 pesetas. The displaced Queen 
Mercedes, the King’s eldest sister, wlio is the 
Present heir to the throne, has a grant of 500,- 
000 pesetas, and the second sister, Maria 
Teresa, who is 8 years and 2 montbs old, re- 
ceives 250,000 pesetas. The sisters are Prin- 
cesses of Asturias. 

Before the King’s birth Queen Maria 
Christina was summoned to the Council of 
Ministers, in prose hands the Government of 
Spain rests t@a creat extent. There she was 
swornto be faithfulto the heir to the crown, 
whether sheshould bear ason who would of 

ght be king or a daughter—in which event 
h stepdaughter, Mercedes, would gcon- 
tipue to be Queen. 

She then went into the Hall of 
grees and sat in the throne, Can- 
ovas del Castillo approached the 
foot of the throne and said: ‘‘Senora, will 
it please your Majesty to reiterate 
before the Cortes the oath which 
before the Council of. Ministers you 
have already made, in accordance with 
article 69 of the Constitution.’’ Queen 
Christina, rising, placed her rignt band on the 
gzospels and said: ‘‘l swear by God and the 
Holy Gospeisto be faitnfulto the heir to the 
crown during his or her Minority and to 
guard the laws; so God help and defefid me, 
and if I fail may He punish me!’ 
She has always referred tothe King as ‘‘the 
chield,’’ though exacting for him the great- 
est respect in word and act for ali about him. 
He belongs tothe House of Bourbon, andis 
the second King since the republic. 

Should be die Spain may have the revolu- 
tion she feared before his birth, as the Repub- 
licans have grown much in strength and con- 
fidence since the Brazilian Republic came 
into existence. Don Carlos, the King’s cousin, 
is a Republican, and he is only shut out from 
the throne by this dying boy and two littie 

irls, one not yet l0 years old and the other 

ut little past ber 8th birthday.

MARRIAGES IN ENGLAND. 


Further Interesting Statistics of Their De 
cline. 


‘‘The curious fact is brought out in the re- 
port of the Registrar Genera! of births, Deaths 
and Marriages in England,’’ says the London 
Daily News, ‘*that the marriages of 1888 bore 
precisely the same proportion to the popula- 
tion as they did in 1887. In both years 14.2 
persons were married to every thousand 


living. The same peculiarity has not been 
observed since 1866, when the marriage rate 
was 17.5 per 1,000, exactly the same as in 1865. 
It will be seen that the marriage rate has 
gone down considerably in these twenty-two 
years. It was a fraction lower—namely: 14.1— 
in 1886, but since the rate began to be recorded 
it has never been so low asin the three years 
1886, 1887 and 1888. 

‘‘Other people are left to determine the 
cause of this decline. The Registrar General 
makes no atempt to guess it. eonly points 
out that, whereas the rule inrecent years has 
been for the marriage rate to go up or down 
with the value of British exports and with the 
‘average price of wheat, the number of mar- 
riages aye in 1888 remained stationary, 
though the exports rose and the price of 
wheat fell, Another curious fact is that the 
saine number of marriages per thousand were 
celebrated inthe Church of England in 1888 
and in 1887, but before that time Established 
Church marfiages were year by year decreas- 
ing. Roman Catholic marriages have declined 
slightiy—1 per 1,000—since 1887, but if a Jong 
average is taken the rate seems to be pretty 
steady. It was 42 per 1,000 in 1888; it was the 
same in 1068, the same in 1872, in 1875, 1876, 
1878 and in 1886. In other years it has been 
sometimes more and sometimes less. 

‘‘In other denominations it rose from 100 in 
1871 to 118 ip 1885, with fluctaations between 
those two numbers in intervening years, and 
for the last two years it has been 116. Quaker 
marriages show almost no fluctuation, but the 
increase in marriages by Jewish rites excites 
the remark of the Registrar General, who ob- 
serves that whereas the total untons in En- 

land and Wales since 1881 have increased by 
ess than 4 per cent these Jewish celebrations 
have risen 65 per cent. The influence of re- 


cént legisiation is traceable in the number of” 


civil marriages, which were never 80 numer- 
ousas last year. Twenty years ago these 
were only 90 per 1,000; now they are up to 
37.’’

PAPER FOR THE WALL. 


Interesting Process by Which the Leading 
Interior Decoration Is Made. 


From the Chicago Times. 

How many people know how wall paper is 
manufactured? Abouttwo months ago a re- 
porter started out to learn something of the 
vrocess. It required but slight investigation 
to determine the fact that there are no wall 
paper factories in or near Chicago, and none, 
indeed, west of Pittsburg. The most of the 
factories in America are located in Eastern 
Pennsylvania, in New York, New Jersey and 
the New Engiand States. 

A few weeks agothe reporter was in Phila- 
delphia, and while there was shown through 
a fuctory where all grades of paper are manu- 
factured. 

It is an interesting process, and yet sv 
simple that it requires but a glance to under- 
stand it. 

‘*This,’’ said the escort after the visitor was 
shown into the basement, ‘‘is the room where 
our colors are mixed. This fine, white clay 
is used as a basis for allthecolurs. It comes 
from Virginia and the Carolinas, and is, as 
you see, a great deal like chalk in its 
color and fineness of grain. It is first thor- 
Ougunly ground upand mixed with water to 
the consistency of thick soup. Then gums 
and glues are added to make it adhesive, and 
the colors are then putinit. These colors are 
of different kinds, cochineéal and indigo béing 
some of the simpler ones. It requires vast 
experience and a good knowledge of chemi- 
cals for mixing these colors, and great care 
must be used to secure the proper shades.’’ 

The room was full of barreis of all the colors 
of the rainbow afd severai extra shades. Men 
and boys with their sleeves rolied up and their 
arms and clothes the color of the barrels were 
mixing the colors and stirring the contents of 
the barrels with long paddles. 

The next room visited was the press-room, 
by farthe most interesting of all. A wali- 
paper press resembies a printing press in 
general appearance. A large cylinder, about 
five. feet in diameter, with several small 
rollers of about eight inches in diameter, are 
the salient features. The strip of paper 
passes between the large and small rollers, 
the latter putting on the various colors, 
Some of the presses are made with twelve 
small rollers so thattwelvye colors can be 
printed at one time. Iffewer colors are 
required one or moreoftherollers can be 
removed. 

Before the long roll of paver reaches the 
press it goes throagha smaller affair that 

uts on the thick clay and giue that acts as a 

ackaround ‘and receives the colors and 
bronzes. After it receives this colorjit runs 
through a long box, about one hundred feeg 
long, and is thoroughly dried, this ‘‘sweat- 
box,’’ as itis called, being kept heated to a 
high temperature by steam pipes. 

After it goes through the printing press it 
makes another trip through the ‘‘sweat- 
box’’ and thence into the drying-room, where 
it hangs in folds from rods near the ceiling 
and is thoroughly dried before it is rolled into 
bolts. : 

The bolting is done automatically by ma- 
chines that are tended by boys. The machine 
measure the boltsto the proper length and 
then cute it off, each machine keeping two 
boys busy removing the bolts aud tying them 
in bundles. 

‘It requires highly skilled workmen to 
adjust one of those presses,’’ said the guide, 
‘*but after they are adjusted they run with no 
further trouble. Those small rollers have to 
be just the proper size to put the colors in the 
right place ahd repeat the design at proper 
intervals. As ageneral rule the design on 
wall-paper is repeated every two feet, so you 
se6 that all of the rollers have to be of the 
same size to a dot or else the different colors 
would not be placed where they should be. 

‘*Here is a devign that is very popular and 
cheap. Notice those large sprays of flowers 
and the leaves? Well, Wecanrun them with 
different colors and the paper will resemble 
this but very littie, _Then by leaving out the 
flowers and leaves and simply putting those 
small vines in, which is done with bit two 
rollers, the paper will dofor a ceiling, which 
of course is less ornate than what is termed 
side paper.’’ 

The designs for wallpaper are first drawn on 
the wooden rollers. These designs on the 
rollers are then raised about an eighth of an 
inch, so that nothing butthe design will re- 
ceive the ink and transfer it to the paper. 

In raising this desiga it is first outlined with 
strips of brass setin the wood edgewise and 
the design is then filled in with thick felt, held 
in place by the brass. 

ach manufactory has its own corps of 
artises, and its own workmen manufacture the 
roliers. A large room is used for this purpose 
and it is here that hew and novel designs in 
wall paper are produced, 

Borders and dados, whether wide or narrow, 
are manufactured in thesame way. Whenthe 
border is to be narrow from two to four are 

rinted on the same strip of paper, the design 
being repeated on the roller from one end to 
the other as many times as may be necessary. 

‘*Nearly all of our employes are skilled la- 
borers,’’ said the manager of the institution, 
‘‘and they receive good wages. Machines do 
a good deal of the work, but what is done by 
hand is of the kind that cannot be done ex- 
cept by Poreons who use brains as well as 
brawn. here is not a great deal of money in 
the manufacture of wall paper, as compe- 
tition, especially on the cheaper grades, is 
vor? close. Whenwe are able to get out an 
éntirely new design that proves to be popular 
wecan ask aprice for it that enables us to 
make some money. 
pricious and designs that cost us the most 
money and that we regara as the acme of har- 
mony in shading and treatment do not sell at 
all. Wecan tell what ought to please the 
housewife’s eyes, but we cannot tell what will 
please her.’’ 

The presses are run ata high rate of speed, 
and in a day of ten hours will print a strip of 
wall-paper close to 100 miles long. A factory 
that keeps three or four presses running is re- 
garded as being of a large size and will em- 
ploy about fifty hands

TWO SERIOUS ERRORS. 

It is an unpleasant task to criticise ef-

This failure to accomplish the best re- 
sults for St. Louis was due principally to 
two errors. One was the consent of the 
St. Louis representatives to appear first 
before the Senate Committee with no 
provision for a second hearing. Thus the 
opportunity of profiting by the mistakes 
of the representatives of this citv was 
given the representatives of other com- 
peting cities and also of rebutting the 
arguments for St. Louis without a chance 
for sur-rebuttal on the part of our repre- 


sentatives. 
The second error was the selection ofa 


man, or rather the allowing that man to 
select himself, for principal speaker who, 
as the first question of Senator Hiscock 
proved, utterly failed to comprehend the 
demands of the situation, the kind of in- 
formation which the Senate Committee 
wanted, or the intelligent and proper 
method of representing the claims of St. 
Louis. He simply made his position an 
occasion for oratorical display. 

St. Louis is in the position of having 
told the Senate Committee a lot of stuff 
in as many words as possible, which has 
already been presented in pamphlets, 
and of leaving the committee without the 
information which it desires. The other 
cities will doubtless be guided by the mis- 
takes of St. Louis. 

Whether these errors can be corrected 
in time remains to be seen. But they cer- 
tainly cannot be corrected if their authors

AFTER THE BOODLERS. 


The Cole County Grand-Jury to Investigate 
the Senate Doings. 
Jefferson City Special to the St. Joseph Herald. 

A representative of the 8t. Louis Post- 
DIsPaTCH, Who has been engaged in 
working up the poodle stories 
published recently in the columns of that pa- 
per, visited this city to-day for the purpose of 
looking up evidence in connection with the 
use of money here last winter to defeat the 
meat inspection bill. The Post-DIsPaTcH 
claims to have considerable damaging ev!i- 
dence, allof which will be submitted to the 
next Grand-jury that meets in Cole County. 

From what has M@en published it appears 
that the St. Louis butchers raised about $3,000 
to be used in effecting the pasa geof a bill 
which required an inspection of live stock 
designed for slaughter ino the city 
where such meat was to be offered for sale. A 
proviso was included in the bill to exempt 
farmers from its provisions.The bill,no doubt, 
was directed against the dressed beef and 
packing house Interests, anc aimed to protect 
local butchers from outside competion. 

At all events the bill passed the House, and 
when itcame up in the Senate it was badly 
defeated. There was plenty of talk of boodle 
during the time the bill was pending, and 
there is more or less truth in some ofthe 
charges. Prosecuting Attorney Davidson is 
examining the evidence laid before him and 
may find sufficient ground for anumber of in- 
dictments. The next Grand-jury does not 
assembié until May, but there is some talk of 
a special term and jury if there is sufficient 
foundation inthe charges made to warrant 
that procedure. 


The Governor Weakening.

It leaked out to-day that Gov. Francis 
is very much disturbed at the turn the 
discussion of the Senatorial campaign has 
taken.

THE PEOPLE’S FORUM, 


Then and Now. 


To the Editor of the Post Dispatch: 

The following appears inthe editorial col- 
umos of this day’s Globe- Democrat: 

‘‘The laborer gets twice as much for what 
he bas to sell—his labor—and has to pay only 


about balf as much for whathe buys, asin 
1860, the last of the free-trade years. This 
change, fellow-citizens, must be charged up 
to the tariif.’’ 

The above is fiction. It contains about as 
much truth as G.-D. editorials usually do 
when speaking of free trade. 

In 1860 times were hard, work scarce and 
wages low. The country had not recovered 
from the disastrous effects of the panic of 
1857, which was precipitated by the failure of 
The Ohio Life Insurance & Trust Co. of Cip- 
cinnati. In 1860 common day laborers were 

aid from 80 cents to $1.25 per day of ten 

ours. Mechanics, such as machinists, mold. 
ere, pattern-makers and blacksmiths, received 
from $1.25 to $2 per day of ten hours, I men- 
tion these trades particularly because I was, 
at that time, closely identified 
with them, and consequently know 
whatI am talking about. The ruling wages 
now, alloverthe North, is, for common day 
laborers, from $1 to $1.50 per day of ten 
hours, and forthe class of mechanics above 
enumerated, from §2 to $2.85 pee day. So 
that the laborer now, instea of getting 
twice as much for his labor as hé could get in 
1860, gets but from 20 to25 per cent more, and 
mechanics from 42% to 60 per cent more. In 
1360 rents were about one-third of what they 
are now. Custom-made clothing cost less 
than half what it does now. Custom-made 
boots and shoes cost about one-half. In 1860 
alaborer could buy a better suit of ready- 
made clothing for$5than hecan buy now in 
any store in &t. Louis for $10. 

In that year beef quarters sold at from & of 
acenttolcent per pound. Pork sold at $1.85 
per hundredweight. To-day pork was selling 
on Third street at $7.25 per hundredweight. 

In 1860 a housewife could buy more pepper, 
salt, allspice, cloves, nutmegs, ete., for 1 cent 
than she can buy now for a nickel. 

In 1860 the best Java coffee, browned, sold 
at 16 cents per pound, New Orleans molasses 
at 35 cents per gallon and everything else in 
the grocery line in proportion. 

In 1860 the tire laboring man 
turning home in the evening aft- 
er his Cay’s work, could buy a 
giass of wholesome lager for 8 cents, or two 
giasses forS5icents. Now he must pay 5 cents 
for a glass of stuff,erroneously culled beer. In 
those days breweries saved in ths item of 
chemists’ salaries, but they invested largely 
in hops. In 1860 a laboring man—and for that 
matter any other man—could buy a drink of 
pure corn whisky for 5 cents; now, if he will 
drink tiquor, he must pay 10 cents for a drink 
of a fearfully compounded villainous stuff 
masquerading under the name of whisky. 

And this change, fellow citizens, must be 
charged up to a high protective tariff. 

The fact is, the wage people in 1860 were 
better housed, better clothed and better fed 
than the wage people of to-day. But in 1860 
we had no monopolies, no trusts, no syndi- 
cates, no gas barons, no tramps and mighty 
little of the Republican party.

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SPREADING RAPIDLY. 


THIRTY CASES OF LA GRIPPE REPORTED 
TO-DAY BY THE JAIL PHYSICIAN, 


Residents of the West End Suffer From Only 
Mild Forms of the Disease—Cleanliness 
and Pare Air Prevent Ite Becoming a 
Plague in St, Louis—Two Cases at the 
Dispensary. 


La grippe’s progress during this week in 8t. 
Louis has been remarkable. People do not 
have colds now. Any form of congestion is 
imagined to carry with it influenza symp- 
toms, and instead ofjeneeszing it out at one’s 
work-a-day tasks the bed has been a refuge 
and bone aches a_ result. While there 
are nume rous cases ofthe Russian plague in 
the .city, there are more imagined cases. 
Fully developed cases are rare, the attacks in 
this locality being exceptionally mild— 
whether from local causes, or the weather, 
physicians do not know. There bave béen no 
cases in which the: plague has been complil- 
cated with serious diseases reported, Such 
cases are sometimes fatal, while the simple 
grip has not been known anywhere to kill. 

Fashionable doctorse—that is medcal men 
with practice among fashionable people—have 
been nearly worked to death in the past two 
weeks by their 

IMAGINATIVE PATIENTS. 
But the plague is not wedded to siiks and 
laces. All classes have been affected by it. 
Most of the cases are in the central 


smoke hung part ofthe city. While it has 
penetrated even to the farthest suburban set- 
tlement the attacks of the city’s center in lo- 
= where the airis pure have been very 
mild. 

Physicians believe that clear,dry weather— 
temperature down to zero, or about there— 
would put an end to the plague in St. Louis. 

SPREADING IN THE JAIL. 

This morning thirty cases of influenza were 
reported in the City Jail. Yesterday morning 
the number of complaints did pot exceeda 
dozen, but the troublesome disorder seems 
to be spreadin rapidly among the inmates. 
Thus far the slekacee , withone exception, 
confined to the male prisoners. Dr. Priest 
says none of the cases have taken a sérious 
turn, although two of the patients reported 
to-day are consumptively inclined. A 
high fever and racking headache are 
particulariy noticeable in these cases, sneez- 
ing and coughing veing seldom heard. Dr. 
Priest is dosing most of the inmates with 
quinine and other standard remedies in order, 
if possibie, to prevent 

A FURTHER SPREAD 
ofthe vilague. Hesaysthe sickness is inno 
sense to be attributed to any fault eitber in 
the management or sanitary inspection of the 
institution. Under Jailer Callaghan’s ef- 
ficient administration everything is 
run in good order, every grand-jury 
having made mention of the cleanliness of 
the cells and corridors in the final report. It 
is not thought thatthe germs of the disease 
are in the atmosphere, oe were in all 
probability carried in the clothing of some of 
the visitors who flock to the screen four times 
a week in great numbers. The jail officiais do 
not feelany great alarm in the matter, but 
will, under Dr. Priest’s instructions, take im- 
mediate steps to stamp outthe plague. 
DR. WARREN G. PRIEST, 

Chief Dispensary Physician, who has the 
supervision of the jail and the Dispensary, has 
in the last two days had anumber of cases of 
grippe. In speaking of them he said: ‘‘I 
have found several cases which have all 
of the symptoms of the trouble known 
as influenza or grip, 80 I said they had the 
grip. In eight cases in the jail all the pa- 
tients had the very same symptoms—bead- 
ache, pain across the tops of their eyes, sore- 
ness in the arins, back and 
legs and a marked mental depres- 
sion. The cases filled the bill exactly, so 
I decided they were cases of grip. I suppose, 
though, that under the circumstances or at 
some other time I might have said they were 
nothing but bad colds with a little malaria 
mixed in with them. Several cases of the 
same kind have come into the Dispensary 
which all show a remarkable similarity of 
symptoms.’’ 

One of the assistant physicians in the Dis- 
pensary, Dr. Steinmetz, is down with the 
trouble, as is also Sergt. Alex. McGrew of the 
Mayor’s office.

THE RUSSIAN INFLUENZA. 


Spread of the Disease—La Grippe in Jeffer- 
son City. 


NEw YorxX, Jan. 9.—La grippe is spreading 
in this city, a8 shown by yesterday’s mortality 
list, which records 250 deaths up to noon. 
This is the biggest number known in the his- 
tory of the Health Department in twenty-fonr 
hours during a winter month, and is more 
than in any summer month since July 2, 1872, 
when 351 deaths occurred, sixty-eight of which 
were from sunstroke. Four of yesterday’s 
deaths were due directly to influenza—three 
men, aged 45, 47 and 70 years, respect- 
ively, and a 2 months’ old baby that had 
not been well nursed. Sixty died from 


pneumonia, forty-two from consumption and 
twenty-six from bronchitis, In the cases of 
fifteen adults influenza was the contributive 
cause of death. Ofthe 250 deaths yesterday 
147, or 75 per cent, are due to influenza to 
some extent. The death list for the week so 
far is as follows: Sunday, 208; Monday, 146; 
Tuesday, 235; Wednesday, 250; total, 838. 
There are ninety bodies in the morgue. The 
police sick list is lessening under the proving 
of surgeons, who are weeding out the ‘‘sold- 
lers.’” Yesterday it stood 391, twenty-one 
less than poh eases 

The number of deaths during the twenty- 
four hours ending at noon to-day, reported to 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics, was 207, a de- 
crease of 43 as compared with the Ipreceding 
twenty-four hours. Of these deaths, 24 were 
attributed to consumption, 22to bronchitis, 
63 to pneumonia and 14 to influenza.

This 
is allthe more unfortunate, because there is 
little hope that druggists will be able to re- 

lenish their stocks, because the supply in 
New York and other Eastern cities, not to 
mention Europe, is at an equally low ebb.

A great crowa 
gathered, gazing blankly at the ruined dwell- 
ing and the shattered church. The house had 
been torn in such a manner that a bedroom 
was exposed, and in the bed, within plain 
view of those in the street, lay the dead body 


of Miss Mary Purdy, borne down beneath a 
mass of debris. The fearful spectacie seemed 
to stun those who witnessed it and for a few 
moments nothing was done to render assist- 
ance to those within. Then the lice 
and firemen arrived and started in to 
the rescue. They first found Mrs. Emma 
Purdy lyingin ber bed, crushed beneath a 
mass of timbers and bricks, so seriously in- 
jured that she could not speak or move even 
when they had carried her out of the charnel 
house into the street.

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NEW ENGLAND GYPSIES. 


A Queer People Whe Once Inhabited Bar 
rington and Byfield. 


From an Exchange. 

There are in New Engiand communities still 
resisting the ingress of the outer world, ré- 
markable and unique in many particulars 
Two are called to mind at the present momen’ 
— Barrington and Byfield. Barrington 
stretched over a barren, sandy plain, with 


j Stashes of ash growth and cedar swamps 


backe from the sea and 
about ten from the Maine line. Here 


lived a people isvlated from ‘neighbor- 
ing towns and frowned on by the surrounding 
couhty folks. Some twenty families lived 
here, intermarried to such an extent for 
nearly 200 years that each was related to the 
other, Consanguinous marriage had deterio- 
rated a stock at no time remarkable for intel- 
ligence, virtue or vigor, until Barrington 
sent an astonishing quota tothe poor-house, 

insane asylum and prison. One family alone 
sent twelve promising criminals to State 
prison, within the records of fifty years. 
Horse stealing was the principal crime. 

The towns to the south and east 
were never safe from their § inour- 
sions. They were as adept as gypsies 
in transforming an animal out of recognition, 

and Boston was within a. hard day's drive. 

Morality was ata lowebb. Virtue among the 
women an unknown quantity and refinement 
as lost as with a Kalmuck Tartar. In the win- 
ter the Barringtonians made baskets, which 
they drove South in the spring in huge hay 
racks. 

These baskets were made from ash and cedar 
splints, and found ready market in the towns 
of Rockingham County. If the location fa- 
vored they turned charcoal burners and came 
through with their sooty product so thor- 
ougbly soaked into their hides that a month’s 
soaking wouldn’t bring itout. The origin of 
these people is lost. They have no records, 
and their names have become 80 changed that 
a philologist would have a fruitless task in 
discovering the original root. One name 
alone can be traced back to an original 
Twombley which has passed through 
Twimbie, Trimbie, Trembel, and Tingle. It 
was originally Temple. These people are 
nearly all swarthy, but with tow beards which 
invariably crop out with half a dozen genera- 
tions on meager diet and barren soil. They 
are probably descendants ot English gypsies, 
though the -looseness of the women has 
brought in a large infusion of illegitimate 
biood from the surrounding neighborhood. 

But the Barrington described is the Bar- 
rington of thirty years. Within fifteen years 
enterprising men have moved inand estab- 
lished huge shoe factories, bringing hundreds 
of outsiders into the outcast town. School- 
houses and churches bave grown, and the 
leprous Village is cleansed. Horse-thieving is 
atadiscount. Shoe-making pays better than 
basket-making, and thrift has displaced pov- 
erty. 

The other community is Byfield, in the town 
of Seabrook, older, perhaps, than Barrington, 
but with the city of Newburyport, three miles 
away, to encourage its vices and check its 
crimes. If Barrington was gypey. , Byfield was 
Basque. Its inbabitante were fishermen, yet 
the deep sea, with its exhaustiess store of cod, 
haddock, bake, pollock, balibut, and mack- 
erel, the marshes with an abundance of 
clams, and the woods plentifully supplied 
with game, could not keep this people above 
the reach of an almost constant want. The 
men were skiliful sailors and fishermen, but 
given to drink, and when drunk gquarrelsome 
and dangerous. Their homes were rude 
board structures of two roomsand a loft, 
squatted anywhere in the most availabie 
place. It is doubtful if twenty years ago there 
was a perfect title to be had to three acres of 
ground inthe whole village. Sometimes the 
wreckage of a vessel cast upon Biack Rocks 
or Salesbury Beach supplied material ior 
house- building. 

The men were straight, lithe, sinewy chaps, 
with straight noses, iank hair, and thin 
beards. When they got in the navy they were 
apt to be restive under discipline, but were 
good fighters, quick to handle big 
guns, and the best of boarders. 
Halfthe able-bodied men in town were on 
American privateers in18]2, bringing their 
prize money into Boston, galem and New.- 
buryportto spend in grand corousals. The 
women were often peautiful when girls, 
plump and mature ot 16, wrinkled, tobuacco- 
smoking creatures at 35. 

W hat shoemaking did for Barrington, mis- 
sionaries and shoemaking did for Byfield. 
The Byfielders ware never thievieh, except in 
asmall way. butthey were intemperate and 
the women of lax morality. It was better 
stock to work on, and though several scored 
dismal and not-to-be-mentioned failures, 
usually coupled witb some black-eyed Byfield 
Daphne, two or three missionaries proved 
faithful enough to raise the village out of the 
gutter, scrape offthe mud and set it on its 
feet. The place has not attracted factories, 
having no water-power, butthe big shops of 
Newburyport and Lynn send shoe findings 
out by the caseto be stitched together and 
partly finished. That has brought ready 
money into the community,and five years ago 
ee saw four housesin Byfield painted 
white. 

One thing more in these degenerate days of 
political corruption and wholesale vote pur- 
chasing. A certain great politician, running 
for Office in New Hampshire, some years 
back, sent asum of money into Byfield tobe 
distributed among his supporters. It wasa 
gift pure and simple. He was sure of their 
support anyway. Yet men walking barefoot 
to the November polls refused the gift and 
cast untrammeled ballots. Let that be re- 
corded for despised Byfield.

HOW CAL BRICE LOST $175,000 AND HOW 
HE MADE A FORTUNE. 


His Ohio Central Deal, Sis First Diamond 
Purchase, His Charities and Bis Home 
—Kate Field and Her Paste-Pot—Some 
Other Prominent Women—Gossip About 
the Grant Family.

AL BRICE, the New 

York millionaire, is 

making his canvass 

for the Ohio Sen- 

atorship at Colum- 

bus in a silk hat, 

broadcloth eoat and 

patent.leather boots, 

' He cuts a different 

figure now than he 

did when I knew 

him there nine yeers 

ago. He was bulld- 

ing the Ohio Central | 

Railroad, out of 

which he got his 

start in 1880, and he used tocome around the 

Ohio State Capitol with his pantaloons in his 

boots, a rustic coat spattered with mudanda 

slouch hat pulled over his steel-biue eyes. 

He worked with a will and came up to Colum- 

bus to scheme for millions with Chartie 

Foster, who was then Governor. Ex-Con- 

gTressman Lamieson of Lima, who has long 

been one of Brice’s right-hand men, 

tells megthat Brice lost in the first in- 

stance on the Ohio Central and when it 

was done he owed Charlie Foster $115,000. 

Foster and he had been engaged in railroad 

building before, and Brice had cleared $60,000 

outofthe strip of road which runs from Fre- 

montto Lima. He had put this into the Ohio 

Central with Foster, and he had lost this as 

well as the amount above mentioned. Foster, 

however, had confidence in him, and the re- 

sult of the plottings was that they ran a 

branch from the Ohio Central into the great 

coal fields of the Sunday Creek Valley. This 

branch paid so well that Brice was abie to pay 

Foster the $115,000 he owed him and to have 

$135,000 left. It was after this that he orig- 

inated the Nickel Plate scheme, pushed it 

through, and made in connection with several 

others about $13,000,000 out of it. Since then 

he has continued his.railroad speculations, 

has lost some money and made more. He 

moved long ago from Ohio to New York, and 

he now owns a house there which 

cost him $250,000. He is worth at least $5,000,- 

000, andis, 1 am told, getting richer every 

year. Allof his prosperity has come within 

the last ten years, and a decade ago he was a 

red whiskered, blue-eyed young lawyer of 

thirty odd years on the ragged eage of a 
country practice. 

It was at this time that Brice made an in 
vyestment for nis mother, the story of whichI 
heard last night. His father was, you know, 
a poor Meth@dist preacher, and money meant 
a great dealto the family. The mother in- 
herited asmallsum, and when Cal told her 
that he saw a good place to invest it 
she gave every cent of it to him, although she 
had four young children yet to educate. She 


warned Cal to be careful, but Mr. Brice, with 
the sanguinity which has made his future 
speculations a success, put the money into 
the Ohio Central, and, by the aid of the Sun- 
day Creek Branch, trebled it. He received 
his profits from the deal somewhere in the 
East, and he was so pleased with the success 
of his mother’s investment that he put a 
third of the 
MONEY INTO DIAMONDS, 

and when he returned home and his mother 
timidly asked as to the st of her inberit- 
ance, Cal pompousiy handed her the case 
containing the gems. Mrs. Brice was in de- 
spair. She thought the purchase very 
foolish, and she said that notwithstanding 
he had increased her investments and had 
got her back twice as much in money 
as she gave him, she could not see how any 
good could come from a man who squandered 
his first earnings on anything so useless as 
jewelry. ‘‘She had,’’ says my friend, ‘‘the 
finest diamonds in Lima, but her income was 
still insufficient for her to curry out the educa- 
tion of her children. Her predictions of her 
son, however, did not come true and his suc- 
cessful career soon supplied ber with all the 
money she needed.’’ 

Representative James W. Owens of Ohio 
tells me that Brice is very charitable. He 
went toschool with him at the Miami Uni- 
versity and be says that Brice bas given $5,000 
to that school, and that he has lately made an 
offer that if the State of Ohio 
appropriates any sum of money 
for the college, he will add to’the ap- 
propriation an equal amount out of his own 
pocket. ‘‘This offer,’’ said Congressman 
Owens, ‘‘was made not long ago, and I am 
going to see that it costs Brice a good round 
sum.’’ Mrs, Brice is as charitable as the Gen- 
eral. She is a trustee of the Western Seminary 
— she isthe only woman who has ever beid 

a place on its Board of Trustees. She gave 
$5,000 to this institution not long ago and she 
is always giving. 

Representative Owens says that when Brice 
went to college he was by no means rich and 
he often found it hard work to make both ends 
meet. The D E. Fraternity was the swell 
one of the college and its members embraced 
such men as Gen. Sam Hunt of Cincinnat! and 
others. A number of the boys saw that Brice 
was a brainy fellow and his name was pro- 
posed. The rule of the society was 
that one  biack ball would « prevent 
the election of a candidate and Brice’s name 
was twice biackballied. The members of the 
Fraternity demanded who had cast the oppos- 
ing vote and they found thatit wasa young 
aristocrat named Fisk of Covington, who said 
he didn’t want Brice in the Fraternity because 
he was a poor fellow and bad not what he con- 
sidered a high enough social standing. The 
remaining members ofthe Fraternity were, 
however, so desirousof admitting Brice that 
they informed Fisk thatthe question had re- 
solved itself into one of himself or Brice, and 
that if he again voted against Brice he would 
be expelled from the Fraternity. The result 
was that Brice became a member of the D. K. 
E., and that Mr. Fisk voted for him.

WHERE IMMIGKANiS BETTLE. 


How They Are Governed in Choosing Homes 
in the New World. 


It is interesting to observe how the different 
nationalities that makeup the stream of Im- 
migrants which lands on our shores havea 
certain tendency to cluster in colonies. This 
is partly due to a desire to associate with 


friends, or at least with peuple of the same 
language and the same interests; partly also 
to the fact that certain places are better fitted 
for men of a certain class, says a writer in the 
New York Tribune. Of course, individuals of 
almost every nationality are scattered almost 
all over the United States, but still, with the 
exception of the English, Irish and Germans, 
who are about equally divided among the adit- 
ferent States, the different nationalities prefer 
some certain localities. 

The Welsh immigrants, mostof whom are 
miners, go chiefly to Pennsylvania, where 
their er seem to be around Scran- 
ton. Atthis place, during the winter, Welsh 
performances are given at a theater. 

The Scandinavians «enerally go to the 
Northwestern States. The Dakotas, perh spe. 
get the largest share of them, although - 
souri, Wisconsin, Michigan, Iowa and Min- 
nesota’ also ‘geta part. Few of them are skilled 
laborers or artisans, s0 must engage in farm- 
ing. The Danes of late have largely gone to 
Nebraska, and the Finlanders seem to find in 
the forests of Michigan and Northern Ohio oo- 
oopeene and acilimate which suitthem ex- 
actly. Z 

The Italians may be divided Inthred classes. 
Those who are merely common laborers, and 
who come chiefly from around Naples to 
work on railroads, as street cleaners, etc., 
eto., for a large part stop In New York or its 
vicinity; from here they are then sent by thelr 
bosses, or padrones, all over the country, 
wherever railroads are being built. From 
Northern Italy comes a iarge number of 
miners, who chicfly go to the coal mines in 
lilinois or Michigan, or the mines of Arizona, 
Colorado and Montana. This class of people 
is of much higher intelligence than the 
firstclass. Then a great many farmers and 
wine-growers from Northern Italy go to Call- 
fornia, To that State also go many French 
farmers from the departments of Gascogus 
and Basses Pyrenees, uewell asa few swiss 
farmers. Otherwise th ef renchmen, If they 
do not settle in New Yoak, mostiy go to New 
Orleans or to French Canada, while the 
Swiss, among whom are many dairymen and 
silk- weavers, chiefly settie in this vicinity. 

The Hebrews, from Russia, Poland, A 
triaor Roumania, for the largest part 
in New York. More than half of them are 
tallors, about one-third pedlers, and the ress 
are divided among the differenttrades. . 

Of genuine Russians, only a few emigrate to 
this country. Durin ‘the later years a 6 
many German Russians, whose forefathers 
abouta hundred years o emigrated from 
Wurtemberg to Russia, have come to this 
country. 1 Bam keep up their Germ 
language, - ons and customs, and are 
farmers. Mostofthem go to Dakota. They” 
are large and powerfully built men, and when 
they come jn their sheepskin overcoats, with 
a row of cuolidren following them, all clad in 

same way, they form a picturesque sight.

The number of marriageablie Princesses of 
the orthodox faith is very limited. At present 
there is not one in Russia, and of the daugh- 
ters of the Prince of Montene: ‘ro,the elder are 
Princess Helen, aged 16, and Princess Anna, 
aged 15. There is, Consequentiy, at present 
not much choice for the Czarevitch if he is to 
marry a Princess of his own creed.

Take, for instance, the 
eloguent mole on the right temple, 
which shows good and happy fortune in 
marriage, but the likelihood of being a wid- 
ow; yet it promisesto the owner that she 
shallbe @qually fortunate with her second 
husband. Such blissful fate as this is almost 
unique, Ishould fancy. It goes to show that 
there is really nothing in the shape of good 
that a well-conditioned mole will shrink from 
prophesying. 

Several of those described by correspond- 
ents are interpreted as referring to second 
mesrriages. A decided inclination to deal in 
plurals is perceptible, though thitd marriages 
are not mentioned by any of the prophetic 
moles. Some of them even forecast the sian- 
der that is to attack their possessors. 

If one is on the middle of the neck, but in- 
clined toward the right shoulder, it shows 
that its wearer is likely to be loved of great 
nobles, or those much above her station, and 
to be very vain on this account. But if ‘it be 
near the left shouider she will get herself 
much talked about in conseguence of her 
careless behavior.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 9.—It is under- 
stood that the President contemplates send- 
ing to the Senate several importunt “nomina- 
tions within adayortwo. Among them will 
probably be the Collectors of Customs and 
Internal Revenue at Chicago and postmasters 
ut St. Louis and Baltimore. 

The fears that Col. Schuarte cannot be con- 
firmed are still blocking the St. Louis Post- 
office matter. Such fears are entertained, it 
is reported, by the President’s closest ad- 
visers in the premises. There will be no nom- 
inations to-day. Should there be a consolida- 
tion against Col. Schuarte he may be defeated 
yet.

ONE OF UNCLE SAM’S CUSTOMERS ENTERS 
A VIGOROUS PROTEST. 


The New Card Not Fit to Write On, bat’ 


Handy tw Use as Blotting Paper—Postal 
Officials Aware of the Poor Quality Fur- 
nished by the Political Contractor. 


By Telegranh to the Post-DisratTou. 

New Yorx, Jan. 9.—The following is printed 
here to-day: 

**There was received by the 7%mes yesterday 
a blotted piece of pasteboard answering fora 
postal card, which bore this interesting state- 
mpent:”’ 

Specimen of present business methods of existing 
administration. These postal cardsare disgusting—- 
they will come in for blotting paper. 

The criticism is well founded, for the ink 
which had been used by. the writer, though 
there was évery indication that the pen had 
been rapidly moved, had spread over the 
surface of the card as though the latter had 
‘been actually made for blotting paver. A 
Times reporter purchased at the stamp 
window of the general post-office 
scveral postal cards and found 
upon testing them that they were all similar 
in quality tothe one which had formed the 
basis of the above complaint. The specimen 
cards were shown to Postmaster Van Oott, 
who inspected them carefully, tested them 
with a steel pen and then referred the whole 
matter tothe cashier ofthe New York Post- 
office. That official said that he was aware 
that the cards were not good, but he bad not 
received any formal compfaint in regard to 
them. The last supply was received Decem- 
ber 26, and consisted of the usual freight car 
load, or 4,000,000 cards. Some of these haa 
been already distributed to the various branch 
offices, and would be continued to be supplied 
until exhausted, 

THE CONTRAOTOR’S WORK. 

Mr. Al. Daggatt,the Brooklyn politician who 
secured the contract for supplying the Gov- 
ernment with postal cards, does not seem to 
have lived entirely up to the terms of his con- 
tract. When the specifications of the Gov- 
ernment were supplied tothe bidders of the 
postal card supply, each printed copy held 
several samples of caraboard, and the con- 
tract expressly provided that the postal cards 
supplied under the bid of the successful con- 
testant sbould not be inferior in quality to the 
standerds furnished. Daggatt’s postal cards 
are made of a very inferior quality of card- 
board ‘not nearly equal to the standard 


demand. The sample furnished by the Gov- 
ernment was a card 8 by 548 inches. Daggatt’s 
postal card is quite 1-l6o0f an inch narrower 
and 1-2 ofan inch short. The tng used in 
printing them is gray and remains sticky so 
that wauy of the cards bear the impression of 
the stamp upon the back as well as on the 
front. Former contractors supplied the Post- 
office Department with cards at the rate of 
47 71-100 cents athousand. Daugatt’s bid was 
35 centsathousand. Davgatt’s contract went 
into effect November 1, 1889, and since then 
the quality of the card bas been 
STEADILY DETERIORATING. 

Of course, be is in no sense a paper manu- 
facturer or a printer, and being only a politi- 
cian, be was obliged to sublet the contractto 
to the Wilkinson Bros. of 6irmingbam,Conn., 
who are compelled to makea profit outof 
even the miserable cards they supply. The 
complaint in regard to the postal cards is by 
bo means confined to this city. Philadelphia 
is suffering from a scarcity of them. The 
Inquirer of that city said yesterday: ‘‘Uniess 
afreizhtcar containing 4,000,000 postal cards 
should arrive in this city during the 
next two days, the city will 
suffer from ascarcity ofthe handy little cards. 
The firat consignment of cards from the new 
Brooklyo contractor was shipped to this city 
on December 3], trom the works in Birm- 
ingham, Conn. There were 4,000,000 ordered 
by Postmaster Fieids, and safely fastened in 
a Pennsyivania car. They were started for 
this city over the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford railroad. This was exactly a week 
ago yesterday ani since that time nothing nas 
been heard by the post-office authorities 
about either the car or its contents.’’

BEHIND WITH ITS BILLS. 


THE COUNCIL COMMITTEE ON RAILROADS 
CAUSING MUCH DELAY. 


A Box Full of Ordinances Which Have Not 
Been Touched fer Months—Kalliroad Ex- 
tensions, Changes and Franchises Walit- 
ing the Pleasure of the Committee—A 
Geod Deal ef Guessing at Reasons. 


HE Council Committee 
yn Railroads will bold an 
other meeting this after- 
noon to continue its work 
of adjusting the lines of 
the Lindell and Central 
& Western Railways. The 
committee bas been at 
work for some time on 
these two bills, and are 
now trying to make ar- 
rapgements which will 
be satisfactory to all

THE DEMAND FOR SPECIAL JURIES KEEPS 
THE COMMISSIONER BUSY. 


The Stock of “More Than Ordinary Intelli- 
gence’ Running Low—Where the Brains 
Come From—New Incorporations—DIi.- 
vorces Asked and Granted—The Round 
Top Market Will Be Sold—Notes., 


HE Jury Commission- 
er’s stock of ‘'more 
than ordinary intelli- 
gence’’ is being 
drained and if the 
demands for special 
juries continue the 
stock of names on 
hand will not hold out 
for the year. Eleven 
special juries have 
been asked for by at- 
torneys and granted 
by the Judges of the 
Circuit Oourts since 
January 1. Thirty 
business men are 
called from their desks 
and places 2f work for 
every special jury 
summoned, and during the past week 350 mer- 
chants, book-keepers and others have been 
called upon to deal out justice to 
their fellow men. Regularly every 
week Jury Commissioner Carlisie 
places summons in the hands of deputy 
sheriffs for 150 jurors to serve in the Criminal 
Court and for 200 to serve in the Circuit Court. 
That is 350 men are taken from business each 
week, and as they serve their names are 
scratched from the list forthe year. But the 
regular panel is from the long list of 35,000 
names and includes menof all degrees of 
standing and intelligence In the community, 
It ie generally thought that ‘‘the people’’ 
were prejudiced against 
‘*SOULLESS CORPORATIONS’’ 

and railroads particularly, and juries showed 
no mercy for a corporation on many occasions 
where damage suits were submitted to them. 
Prior to 1889 the attorney for a railroad would 
occasionally make a request for a special jury 
on the ground of prejudice, and if 
the Judge was satisfied the alle- 
gation was. true the request was 
granted. It as often happened that the re- 
request was denied. Excessive verdlots were 


common, and if not set aside, it was an easy 
matter to appeal to the Court of Appeals or to 
the Supreme Court, thus prolonging the liti- 
gation and increasing the cost. Some one 
with an idea of protecting corporations and 
giving ommend | less of an excuse to 
appeal cases, Introduced a bill in the 
last Legisiature, which was passed. It takes 
the discretionary power fromthe Judge of a 
State court in the matter of summoning a 
special jury, and alithatis necessary now is 
to file a rexuest, deposit $75 and the jury 
is called, The Judge bas nothing 
to say. Unless the plaintiff isa poor person 
the ale tofthe figures of costs mounting up 
is enough to seare the injured party 
in a compromise or & failure to prosé- 
cute, for if the case is decided against 
him he will have to pay the costs. Spedial 
juries are, perhaps, biased in favor of corpor- 
ations as much as common juries ure preju-

The only thing in favor of it, in fact, 

seems to be an Opinion made by City Counsel- 

lor Bell, that the city has the power to regu- 
late the price of gas. 

Notwithstanding this, however, the opinion 
is that the billnow ou the verge of passage 
cannot be enforced. Presented in the Coun- 
cil by Mr. Ganahl it provided that the price 
for all gas sola in the city after 1880 should not 
exceed 90 cents for 1,000 cubic feet, with 5 per 
cent reduction for payment inside of five days, 
and that any person or corporation guilty of 
violating this law should be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. In the House the bill was amended 
by making the provision read that 
for the period of five years after the 
passage of the bill the price for 
illuminating gas sbould not exceed 9 cents 
per 1,000 cnbic ‘feet, with per centoff for 
payment inside of five days, and that for 
the same period the price of gas forfuel and 
power purposes should not exceed 45 cents 
when paid within five days of presentation, 
or 3 cents when paid after five days. 

In this shape the bill goe*to the Council, 
for concurrence in the amendment. 

THE SITUATION 
is just this, and it would seem that the weight 
of opinion is against any relief togascoi- 
sumers being had though the present Dill, or 
any bill attempting simply to regulate the 
price of gas. 

The Laciede Gas Light Co. claims a charter 
running forever and applying to all parts of 
the city, giving It the privilege of manufact- 
uring and distributing gas or light or power, 
from any substance or material now or bhere- 
after to be discovered asa substitute there- 
for, and to fixthe price forthesame. There 
bas always been a dispute as to the correct- 
ness of the claim, but it has been indorsed by 
many of the best lawyers in the country, and, 
at leastso ftaras the duration of life is con- 
cerned, by Counsellor Bell. 

The St. Louis Gas Light Co., recently sold 
out to the Laclede, in ite extension of life or- 
dinance to 1920, was limited to a charge of 
$1.25 per 1,000 feet, with 5 per cent off for pay- 
mentin five days, 

The Water Gas Co. ordinance or charter, 
which the city is now endeavoring to forfeit, 
also provided a maximum of §1.25, with 5 per 


cent off. 

The Oarondelet Co.’s charter gives that 
company the right to fix prices, eto. 

The Laclede, which now owns all these com- 
panies, claims the 

ABSOLUTE POWER TO FIX PRICES 
for all parts of the city, and bas served notice 
on the city tothateffect. itt bas started out 
to do this in making the price uniform all over 
the city at $1.25 orthe price fixed in the St. 
Louis and Water Gas charters. The powers of 
the Laciede will be observed in this partica- 
lar. It ie not restricted in ite operations or 
limited in itecharges. Thelatter is not re- 
ferred to in any way in its charter, its power 
being imniied, It can not only make and sell 
the gas recognized when its charter was grant- 
ed in 1857 but itcan makeand sell light and 
power from any then known substance or ma- 
terial or any substance or material 
since, or which may be, discoyv- 
ered. It may urchase other lants, 
consolidate with other companies, or do any- 
thing it pleases. The Water Gas Co. cannot. 
It is prohibited from amalgamating or con- 
solidating, or pooling with any other person 
or company, and for violation of that provis- 
ion the Cireult Court has declared its charter 
forfeited, and the Supreme Court now has the 
case under consideration. The city may for- 
feitthe charter, but it cannot prevent the 
Laclede from buying the plant, just as it has 
purchased the St. Louis, hence the case is 
settied down to the Laclede, and its life to 
continue forever and implied rightto fix its 
owa prices. 
THE CITY’S POWER 

to interfere with thisisnow what is under 
consideration. Delegate E. F. Stone of the 
House, who bas charge of all the gas business 
in the House of Delegates, does not believe it 
has this power, but says the doubt should be 
decided in favor of the people, and the ques- 
tion of right should be sent to the courts. 

‘*There are,’’ he said this morning, ‘‘grave 
doubts on this question. I donot think any 
lawyer will examine it without coming to the 
conclusion that there are serious doubts 
whether aX city has any power ae to the 
Laclede. would not, however, let my 
opinion keep mefrom throwing the matter 
into the courts. Ithink itis our duty to at- 
tempt to avail ourselves of the power given in 
sec. 26 of subdivision 7 of our charter, and we 
can only do that through the courts, This is 
the only interest I have in the case,’’ 

The subdivision of the scheme and charter 
to which Mr. 8tone refers for the regulation 
and establishment of standards of weights 
and measures, inspection, etc., the inspection 
of a great number of other articics, and finally 
for the reguilatTOn of ‘‘the price and quality 
of gas.’’ 

This charter right is the one relied upon to 
enable the city instead of the Laclede to es- 
tablish and enforce the price of gas. 

On the other hand the Laciede’s charter 
stands as 

A CONTRACT WITH THE STATE, 

and the question comes oP whether the city, 
which is only a portion of the State, can under 
the Constitution exercise any power which 
would limit or interfere with any such con- 
tract. The Laclede’s contract with the State 
was made prior tothe adoption of the scheme 
and charter. The power given in the latter, 
it is claimed by many. lawyers, would 
enable the city to impose a maxi- 
mum price on “ge ee operating under 
a charter given y the city, just 
as it made the price in the St, Louis and War 
Gas franchises, but would not warrant its in- 
terference with a company chartered as is the 
Laciede. It mignt make a contract with the 
latter, by an agreement, but nothing more. 

The point made in opposition to this is that 
where the State has not fixea a price in any 
way, and where the charter granted by it does 
not refer to the price, the city, under its

There is precedent for this, and in the price 
fixed it is made to give a reasonable profit on 
the cost of manufacturing gas as shown by 
Col, Flad’s estimates and compilations. 

ANOTHER SNARL 
is struck just here, however, bringing into 
question the State’a power to exercise any 
control over the Laclede. If not, the city 
then certainly could not, as the Laclede is the 
creation of the State, and should be subject 
to itfirst. The point is made that the rail- 
roads attempted to defeat the State in 
fixing rates, but unsuccessfully. That, 
however, is a different question, There 
is a constitutional question as to 
the regulation of railroad rates, but unfor- 
tunately there is none as to the adjustment of 
gas troubles. ‘ihe only way around this 
would then have been fortbe State, in grant- 
ing the charter, to have reserved the right to 
amend or repeal, orto regulate the affairs of 
thecompany. This reservation not having 
been made, even the Stateis thus brought 
down toa plain question of the right to limit 
pricesto what will bring a reasonable profit 
on the investment. 

AT THE BEST, 

the passage of the ordinance will only bring 
on along legal fight, and will not be the 
means of relief for several years at the least. 
The Laciede Co., it is admitted, would fight 
the city or State through évery court open to 
it. This means a iong contest in the city 
courts, followed through the higher State 
Courts, and thence into the United 
States Supreme Court. Lawyers’ opin- 
ions, as is well recognized, are 
not court opinions, and the opinion 
of one courtis not the opinion of another 
cvurt. The city or the gas people, which ever 
might be unsuccessful in the lower courts, 
would undoubtedly carry the case from one to 
another,and it is admitted that donstitutional 
questions could easily be found to carry it to 
the United States Supreme Court. Thus there 
would be a long contest, interesting and 
profitable to lawyers, but of little benefit to 
the people at large fn the meantime.

a severe shock. Small wires capable 
only of carrying a current strong enough for 
telegraphing have beén placed onthe main 
wires just where they énter the building, so 
that if au electric light wire crosses the tele- 
graph wire the strong current on the light 
wire will burn the small wire just outside the 
building and cause a break, thus pre- 
yenting the flame from entering the 
building. Despite all precautions, how- 
ever, the electric light wires have worries 
times communicated flames into the building 


and caused fires which only prompt action on 

the part of the telegrapo employes has pre- 

vented from becoming costiy conflagrations. 
MANAGER BOHLE’S EXPERIENCE. 

“There can be no -doupt about the 
cause of the fires which have 
taken place in our operating room 
since the electric light companies have had 
their wires erected all over the city,’’ re- 
marked Manager Bohle of the Western Union 

Telegraph Oo. this morning. ‘‘We never had 

any such trouble until within the past two 
years. The fishes can be seen as they 
come into the operating-room over 
the wire. The fire has come 
right in on the switchboard and 

if it was not for its immediate discovery and 
the prompt manner in which our employes 
have acted the whole building would have 
been destroyed. Since the first trouble we 
have kept barrels of sand constantly on the 
switch board ready foruse. We have put out 
fires with sand, as it would not do 
to use water. We have certaiply 
had enough trouble with electric-light wires 
to satisiv usthoroughly of their danger. Of 
' course we do not know positively that the fire 
> of yesterday morning was due to an electric- 
» light wire, but we do know that we came very 
» near being burned out by one the previous 
= night. The fire came in over a_ wire 
downstairs in the basement of our building, 
where we have our dlstrict service. It 
burned ont the relay or instrument and 
caughtthe cloth-covered wire. The night 
chief operator ran downstairs and cut out the 
instruments and cut off the wires and the 
fiames were extinguished andthe building 
saved from entire destruction.’’ 
‘ CHIEF OPERATOR TOPLITF, 
in speaking of his experiences with the elec- 
tric light wires, remarked: ‘‘They nave 
caused considerable troubie, and we have had 
fome narrow escapes from bad fires. The 
flames have come right In on the switchboard. 
We have sand at hand, but ,do 
not always use it, HS it injures 
the instruments. When an electric wire 
crosses one of ours and the current enters the 
office the surest method is to cut off the wire 
on whichit camein. Sométimes we merely 
pull out the plug and break the cir- 
cuit in that way, as this cuts off the 
battery. Asa rule, however, we generally 
cut the wire, chopping it‘off with anax or 
anvthing elee that happens to be convenient. 
The fire tbat has been started in the office by 
the electric light wire can then be put out. 
Immediately after such a fire we send out 
our men to find the electric wire 
which has crossed ours and caused the 
troubie. They cut it and when they come 
back and rep we renew our connection. 
We never connect the wire which brings in 
the fire, however, until the electric wire 
which bas been the primary cause has been 
cut off and all danger doneaway with. If ve 
made connection again the fire would come 
in again.’’ 
DISCUSSED BY THE BOARD. 

The électric wire problem was again the 
main topic of interest‘ with the members of 
the Board of Public Improvements to-day. 
Several neat little pians were talked over in 
an informal manner by the members who 
gathered in President Fiad’s office to taik 
matters over. It was practically decided that 
at the next regular meeting of the board, 
which will be to-morrow, a request be 
sent to acting Mayor Walbridge asking him to 
iasue a proclamation requesting all 
owners and operators of wires ofany kind 
to submit to the board a report 
defining the location, kind and purpose of 
each wireunder their control. If this is done 
it will be but a simpie matter for the Board to 
weed out dead wires as every wire not claimed 
by one company or another will be taken 
down and put out of the way. 
Col. Flad wasasked this morning: ‘‘Is not 
the sentiment of the board tending under- 
groundward very rapidly?’’ 

‘*Yes, itis. You remember we were asked 
to look over the Bell Telephone Oo.’s Dill 
for underground wires which we did and 
made areport, givingsuch suggestions as we 
thought should be adopted. One of these 
was that the company be given a right to con- 
duit allof thedistrict from Cass avenue to 
Clark avenue and east of Twelfth street, the 
work to be finished in this district in two 
years. This would simplify matters 
Seana ng as in that part of the city the Bell 
company has nearly 90 per centof the wires. 
With these under ground it would be very 
much exsier to regulate the otbers.’’ : 

Supervisor oO City Matiack said 
this . morning that his men had 
yesterday removed sixty-eight dead wires of 
greater or lesser weights. Many of them 
were old iron wires, which were easily found 
because of their having parted at rusty places 
as soon 48 the sleet gathered on them.

BIGAMIST AND THIEF, 


Anton Brown Robs His Second Wife and 
Skips Out. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEw YorkK,Jan. 8.—Some curious matrimo- 
nial complications and vicissitudes were made 
public at the Essex Market Police Court yes- 
terday morning, when Mrs. Amelia Brown of 
No. £0 Chrystie street procured a warrant for 
the arrest of her husband on a charge of bur- 
gliary. Her husband, Anton Brown or Reis, is 
charged with breaking into a closet and steal- 


ing jewelry Valued at $5,000) belonging to Miss 
Mamie Wilson, a daughter of Mrs. Brown by 
her former busband. The burglary was com- 
mitted during the absence of Mrs. Brown and 
her daughter. After securing the jewelry Reis 
disappeared, and has not since been found, 
despite the efforts of the police. It isa aiso as- 
serted that Reis had a wife and child living 
in Madison, Wis., at the time of 
his second mariage. Mrs. Brown was for- 
merly a Mrs. Wilson. Her husband died 
about five years ago, leaving hera fortune of 
$40,000. She had not thought of marrying a 
second time until abouttwo years ago, when 
a handsome young Englishman, calling him- 
self Anton Brown, appeared on the scene and 
laid siege to her heart. He was successful in 
his suit and after a short courtship the couple 
were married, Upto the time of the mar- 
riage Brown represented himself as a British 
officer living on his income. Shortly after the 
ceremony, however, he began drawing on 
the widow’s purse. She appeared only too 
willing to furnish him with funds and gave 
him charue of her property. He made 
several investments in stocks and lost money 
heavily.He then erected a theater in Madigon, 
Wis,, but this venture aiso proved unfortun- 
ate. He was given to gambliinyv, and inside of 
a year the $40,000 had disappeared. A few days 
axo Mrs. Brown heard thut her husband had 
another wife in Madison. She confronted him 
with the chargé and he acknowledged it. A 
violent scene followed, and Mre. Brown and 
her daughter lefttlhe house. They were cone 
several hours, and on returning found that 
Brown had taken the jewelry and left. Mra. 
Brown piaced the matter in the hands of her 
lawyers, Strassinann & Steingut of No. 82 Seo- 
ond avenue.

CANNOT REORGANIZE. 


THE SCHOOL PRESIDENT MAY BE REMOVED, 
BUT COMMITTEES CAN’T BE CHANGED. 


If the Ways and Meaus Reports That There 
Are No Funds for Free Books, That Set- 
tles the Qaestion for the Present—Presi- 
dent Miller Does Not Think TherelIs Any- 
thing in the Talk About Reorganization 
—Brady’s Way of Providing Funds. 


VIDENTLY Director 
Bosley’s latest 
scheme to reorgan- 
ize the School Board 
in case there should 
be a hitch in «the 
movement to secure 
free books won't 
work. It was as- 
= serted by some this 
morning that, under the rules, a re-organ!za- 
tion ofthe board would be impossible, be- 
Cause the President is elected for a year. 
Those who are responsible for the talk about 
reorganization, however, called attention to 
anotherrule of the board, which reads as 
follows: 

‘*A majority ofall the members elected to 
the board may remove any officer of the 
board, elected or appointed under these rules, 
at any regular meeting of the board for any 
cause found bythem to be sufficient, pro- 
vided such resolution shall have been offered 
at the next preceding regular meeting of the 
board.’’ . 

If the resolution providing for free books 
should be passed by the board and the Ways 
and Means Committee being called upon to 
make an appropriation for the Introduction of 
the system, should report that funds for that 
purpose were not to be had, that, some of the 
directors claim, would be a_ sufficient 
cause for the removal of the President anda 
re-organization, as they believe that witha 
different comm!ittee funds could be provided. 
According to the statements of many who are 
well versed in school affairs, the would be 
re-organizers are making avery large mis- 
take in their calculations. That they could 
remove the President by a majority vote is 
admitted, but they have no power to re- 
organize the comunittees, and unless they 
would do this the removal of the President 
would avail them nothing. 

THEY HAVE A MAJORITY. 

The present administration of the board 
does not consider that those who claim to be 
80 devoted to the free books cause would have 
any reason for dissatisfaction at the finding of 
the Ways and Means Committee. That com- 
mittee is ruled by free books men. It consists 
of five members, and out of the five three are 
pronounced advocates of free text books. 
They are Dr. Auler and Messrs. O’Connor and 
Sheahan. Now if they, being in favor of 
free books, should upon investigating thor- 
oughly the state of the funds, report that 
there was not enough money availabie for the 
proposed innovation, that, it is thought, 
ought to satisfy the others that the change 
would be impracticable at the present time. 
It is probable that some of the 
free books advocates will look upon the 
matter in this reasonable light, and xive the 
free books question a rest until a more favor- 
able opportunity. There are others, how- 
ever, whose feeling for freé books is said to 
be simply a cloak to cover their antagonism 
to the present regime, and should the Ways 
and Means Cummittee of the board refuse to 
indorse such an expenditure as the furnishing 
of free books would entail, they will make an 
effort to re-organize. 

PRESIDENT MILLER 

President Charies F. Miller is not paying 
much attention to ali the talk about reorgani: 
zation. He thinks it proceeds entirely froma 
few men, and thatthere are many of those 
who voted for Dr. Auleras against him who 
would not cotintepanceé any such acheme as is 
said to be contemplated. The fact that he 
appointed three free books men on the Ways 
and Meabs Committee, thus giving them a ma- 
ogee h is sufficient indication, he thinks, that 

e was not inclined todo anything but what 
was eminently fair, and if the ays and 
Means Committee, composed as itis ofa ma- 
jority of free books men, should report that 
there was not enough money on hand to pro- 
vide for such an expenditure as Mr. Brady’s 
resolution makes necessary, if it is to be car- 
ried into effect. The other advocates of free 
books ought, he believes, to be satisfied with 
such a decision. They were elected on the plat- 
form to furnish free books ifthe funds were 
sufficient. Iftheir fellow advocates of free 
books, to whom is left the ascertainment of 
this question, should report that the funds 
are not available, there is no reason why they 
should not consider that they have fully 
lived up tothe platform on which they so- 
licited suffrage. 

BRADY’S PLAN. 

The plan of Director Brady, to render un+ 
necessary the ae of more school-houses 
in the western part ofthe city by re-district- 
ing the town and compelling a sufficient nuin- 
ber of children to come down to the eastend 
of the city to fillup the comparatively empty 
buildings in that quarter, has been meetin 
with a great deal of ridicule. Leaving out o 
the question the injustice of compelling par- 
ents tosend their littie children to another 
part of the city from that in which they 
live in order that they be received into school, 
the plan has otber objections which render it 
absurd. The average cost to a child for books 
annually is not more than $1.50. The children 
who, by going from their homes in thé west- 
6rn districts down to tbe East End schools, 
would receive free books would have to pay 
for car fare in the yearat least $10. They 
would thus be paying $10 car fare to obtain 
free books which would not cost 
them more than $1.50, and would 
havethe long trips and consequent danger 
besides. The members In favor of schoo! ex.

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ON TRIAL TO-DAY. 


The Charge of Murder in the Second De-| 


gree Against John Lawion. 


In the Criminal Court this morning the case 
against John Lawton was called for trial. 
Lawton ischarged with murder in the second 
degree. On Decemover 21, 1888, while acting 
as a police officer on the 8t. Louis force, Law- 
ton shot and instantiy killed a young colored 
boy named Thomas Clark. The deceased was 
dumping some ashes ona vacant lot in the 
southern part of the city, contrary to the city 
ordinance.

She 
stopped for years at 
the Pierrepont House 
in Brooklyn, and she

any hour she pleased. He was so much afraid 
of her that he always came. When he did she 
gloated over him, abused him, threatened 
him and dismissed him with the statement 
that she would never cease this persecution 
as long ashe andsbe lived. Her brother de- 
clared that on more than one occasion Pettus 
had implored her on his knees to 
let him alone, and _ that she ——‘re- 
fused. He offered her money, her broth- 
er declared, .but she spurned his offer. 
Finally, Pettus, asalast resort, to break this 
spell, told allto bis wife. Thenthe woman 
became more bold, assaulted him on the 
street and finally killed him. 

Her brother, describing one of these 
enforced interviews between Pettus and Mrs. 
Southworth, said: 

**One day she“told him: ‘What Mary Gilpin 
was to John Throckmorton, so will I be to 
you, if ittakes metwenty-seven years to 
enjoy my revenge.’ You know that terrible 
story of Kentuky life. She kept her word, 
poor girl.’’ 

That this was a terrible threat the history 


throat, he drew a dagger. * She made no at- 
tempt to resist him, and just as the dagger 
was sboutto be plunged into her breast she 
cried out, half choked and every instant ex- 

ecting death: ‘‘Killme, John, but kiss me 

ret.’’ Throckmorton threw the gg ew away, 
pushed the woman aside and fled before he 
would be tempted again. 

THE WOMAN ARRESTED AT LAST. 

At length Throckmorton could stand it no 
longer, and Ellen Godwin was arrested at his 
instance and tried for larceny. The old Caurt- 
house in Loultsville, where Henry Olay and the 
Crittendens had many a hard-fought battle in 
days long gone by, was packed as it never was 

ore or since. The most eminent legal 
talent was employed, and the evidence was of 
the most sensational character. Ellen God- 
win was putonthe stand and was givena 
most severe cross-examination. Her answers 
were clear and intelligent, and after 
hours of closest questioning, the op- 
position lawyers were forced to admit that 
they could make nothing of her. Poems 
written by her, essu ys and articles on various 
subjects, were read to the jury and at last her 
lawyer, young Ely Parsons, arose to defend 
her. He was a man of commanding presence, 
a trained elocutionist and a rarely gifted 
orator. For four hours he kept the audience 
entranced. Hetold, in all its dramatic de- 
tails, the story of Ellen Godwin. He went 
over the scene of the midnight meeting and 
argued that the woman had simply been 
wronged and was seeking justice. He 
pointed to her wan, hag«ward face, her 
delicate frame, an contrasted the 
wreck that stood before them with 
fhe beautiful, gentle,tender girl John Throck- 
morton had first met. His peroration was a 
masterpiece, and when he sat down the jury, 
without rising from thelr seats, found her 
sane. Then the lawyer and client were borne 
away by shouting thousands and such scenes 
were enacted as were never witnessed in that 
somber court-room. A few months later 
Parsons was elected to Congress because of 
the speech. From the dayof her acquittal 
Ellen Godwin never again followed Throck- 
morton. He left the city and d ed a few years 
afterwards, alone, on his plantation in Mis- 
sissipp!, far from friends and relatives. 

HER DEATH. 

After his death Elien Godwin grew weaker 
and weaker. The strength which had borne 
herup through all the years of her unex- 
ampled pursuit gave away. She wrote a full 
history of her life, for which a Chicago 
publishing bouse offered her $10,000. she re- 
fused theoffer, saying the book should be 
buried with her. 

One day she went toCave Cemetery, fone 
of the most beanutiful(burying grounds in the 
world, just gutside of Loulsville, and told her 
sister, who had followed her through all the 
dreary years witha perfect deyotion, that in 
one particular spotshe wished to be buried, 
dres~ed asa bride withthe book containing 
all her trials and her wrongs upon ber breast. 
A week afterwards she was laid to rest there, 
and alittle marble slab at the head of her 
grave is allthattells the story of her most 
eventful life.

WORLD of December 11, 1888: 
THE SAD STORY OF ELLEN GODWIN. 

The death of young Maurice B. Throckmor- 
ton, killed at Birmingham, Ala., on Saturday 
night while entreating the mob not to attack 
the jail, recalls a story as strange as anything 
in fiction—a story as full of dramatic scenes 
and incidents as anything that was ever pro- 
duced upon the stage, and which has been 
four times brought byatragedy to the memory 
of those who disliked most to hear it. 


It was nearly forty years ago that Maj. John 
Throckmorton, son of Aris Throckmorton and 
uncie of the young man killed at Birmwingbam, 
was one ofthe ivaders in the brilliant society of 
ethe old South. He was rich, witty, handsome. 
He was the finest type of the Southern gentie- 
man, impulsive, generous; kind of heart and 
open of band. He was connected by blood 
and marriage with every prominent Southern 
family from New Orleans to Louisville, and 
when he came back from college to live among 
his people the fairest prospect was spread out 
before him. He went in to enjoy life, and 
as he huwud ample means and was a 
welcome guest wherever he chose 
to go, time passed pleasantly enough 
for him. Just when pretty Elien Godwin 
(sometimes erroneously called Mary Gilpin In 
after life) came into his life no one cver knew. 
In all the fierce ligbt that afterwards beat 
upon them, their earlies intimacy remained 
forever buried in myster,, and both carried 
the secret to their graves. Ellen Godwin lived 
near Louisvilie, and was remarkable fur her 
beauty and the gentieness of her disposition. 
‘She was well connected and bad a small for- 
tune in her own name. Friends oi Throck- 
morton saw them together for atime,and then 
suddenly their intimacy was discogtinued. 
Throckmorton left Louisville on a pieasure 
trip and did not return for several months. 


THROCKMORTON’S GHOST. 

One stormy, biustering night in January, 
when the snow was beating against the win- 
dow panes and the people were hurrying in to 
blazing fires, Throckmorton returned to 
Louisville and went direct to the Galt House, 
a hotel owned by bisfather. When be en- 
tered his room he happened to glance across 
the street. He saw a woman standing motion- 
less beside a gas-lamp directly opposite. She 
was dressed in black, and although he could 
not see the face he recognized the outlines of 
ber figure. She stood there so silentand 
spectre-like thathe became fascinated and 
watched her forhours. That was the first 
night that‘‘Tbhrockmorton’s Ghost’’ was seen. 

It was the beginning of what was to last 
without interruption for twenty years. The 
dark shadow that he saw from his hotel 
window tbat night was to follow him all over 
the world; it was to be with himin the blaze 
of noon and in darkest hours of the night; he 
was to see it in every capital in Europe; it was 
to be close behind him in his most secret 
moments; it was to mingle with his own 
shadow #0 that in a delirium of terror he 
would wonder if bis mind were not deserting 
him, andif both shadows were not one and 
the same. It wasinvainthat hetried to put 
oceans between bhimand his awful, phantom- 
like pursuer;in vain that every resource of 
money was tried; from that first stormy Jan- 
wary night Jobn Thockmorton was never for 
one moment alone, 

It was wonderful how she appeared to know 
of his movements. If he would suddenly de- 
cide to go to a party she would be standing on 
the opposite side of the street when he got 
out of bis carriage.
